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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 


The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

All claim numbers referred to in the specification (p. 4, lines 2, 6, etc.) must be 

deleted as the scope and content of the claims could change throughout prosecution. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8, 11-14, and 16 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated 
by DE4019703 or FR2737075. DE4019703 discloses an electrically heated windshield 
with an elongated, uncoated "data transmission window" 60 parallel to the top edge of 
the glazing panel. See Fig. 4. Since the region 60 is not coated with the metallic 
electric heater coating, the "data transmission window" would inherently permit 
transmission of electronic data therethrough. Similarly, note "data transmission 
windows" in Fig. 1 of FR2737075 which are the uncoated regions between coated strips 
4. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only under subsection (f) and (g) of 
section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and the 
claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to the same person. 

Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DE4019703 in view of Sperbeck (US5354966). The claims differ from the 
previously cited prior art in calling for even heat dissipation. Controlling an electric 
heater in a windshield to uniformly heat the same is conventional and well known in the 
art as evidenced by Sperbeck (US5354966) noting col. 1, line 55 - col. 2, line 12 where 
the problem of uniformly heating an electrically heated window is discussed-namely 
either (1) increasing the power applied to the bus bars, or (2) simply accepting the fact 
that a portion of the window may not be defogged. In view of Sperbeck (US5354966), it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to uniformly heat the 
windshield of DE4019703 in order to ensure all portions of the windshield were equally 
defogged thereby improving safety. 

Other Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The art should be both separately considered and considered in 
conjunction with the previously cited prior art when responding to this action. 
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GB 769 (Figs. 2-4), US 741, JP 461, JP 683, JP 153, DE 577, EP 083, US 777 
disclose heated windshields with unheated areas which inherently would function as 
"data transmission windows."
